Senior tax freeze discussed

The senior property tax freeze 
was discussed at the Antioch 
Township regular board meeting. 
Tax Assessor Cliff Houghton was 
on hand to answer questions. 

"It is important if they 
(seniors) qualify now to get the 
paperwork in," said Houghton. 

Houghton said there has been 
some confusion regarding the 
new law which allows senior citi- 
zens age 65 and older to freeze 
the level of property taxes. He 
also said there arc still some 
questions he can't answer. 

"If it is going to be frozen at 
the 1993 level and the house 
value goes down in 1996, 1 don't 
know what will happen," said 
Houghton. Trustee Rich Kufalk 
told the group of state legislators 
arc working on some of the prob- 
lems with the law. 

"I talked with Adeline (Gco- 
Karis)," explained Kufalk. 

"I think they are going to work 
on some changes. They might 
even raise the $35,000 level high- 
er." 

The deadline to have the 



forms completed in order to 
freeze the property taxes at the 
1993 level was Feb. 15. The dead- 
line to have the paperwork in for 
the 1995 tax year has not yet been 
determined. However, the forms 
should be mailed out in the end 
of April or early May. 

"I'm going to try and hold 
some meeting for people," said 
Houghton. "It Is very confusing." 

For example, the amount of 
social security income must be 
included in the calculation of 
household income, despite the 
fact the amount may not be tax- 
able income on personal income 
tax calculations. To qualify, 
household income cannot exceed 
$35,000. 

Household income includes 
the total income of all household 
members. In plain English, if an 
adult child is living in the home 
with the seniors, that child's 
Income must also be included in 
the calculation of household 
income.

GraysJakc High School 
District 127 Superintendent Ray 
Novak was surprised by the divi- 
sion of assets tallied for the pro- 
posed Lake Villa Unit School 
District. The estimated $6.1 mil- 
lion that would go to the new 
school district if approved by vot- 
ers in April was significantly over 
the mark of what he was expect- 
ing. 

"It comes as news to me. It 
should be somewhere around a 
couple of million," Novak said. 

Novak said he used replace- 
ment value in assessing the value 
of the district because that is how 
insurance companies assess 
value of property. In contrast, 
other school districts affected by 
the formation of a Lake Villa 
school district used actual value, 
including depreciation sched- 
ules, in determining the value of 
their district assets. 

Speaking off the cuff in a 
humorous tone, Novak said some 
of the numbers of the other 
schools would need to be 
reworked. As an example, he 
indicated Millburn School 
District's land appraisal might be 
f slightly low at $29,897. 

"If their land is only worth 
$29,000 I'll go over and buy it 
tomorrow," Novak said. 

He also indicated that the 
total value of Antioch High 
School District 117 should be 
more than Grayslake High 
School. 

Novak said using a deprecia- 
tion schedule for buildings would 



dramatically change the total 
contribution by Grayslake High 
School. He explained the' state 
looks at buildings over 50 years 
old as being completely depreci- 
ated. In practical terms, that 
means they are worth nothing. 

Some of the oldest buildings 
on the Grayslake High School 
campus began their depreciation 
schedules in 1947 and therefore 
would have little or no effect on 
the total evaluation of assets. 
Also, the current redistribution of 
assets docs not include the actual 
value of the new 40,000 square- 
foot wing being built with COP 
financing. The total value of that 
expansion at this point is roughly 
zero as well. Novak said this issue 
would need to be worked out in 
the next couple of weeks to give 
'Grayslake School District 127 vot- 
ers enough time to decide if they 
would grant Lake Villa a unit 
school district 

Voters in Millburn School

In principle, Novak said he is 
not opposed I to a unit district 
concept In fact, if the state could 
start oyer again that is the way he 
would prefer the'state board of 
education pursue partitioning of 
school districts. Only two other 
states have more school districts 
than Illinois — the mammoth land- 
areas of Texas and Alaska. 

If the unit school district is 
approved, 211 students who 
attend Grayslake High School 
would then live within the Lake 
Villa School District and begin 
attending there once a facility is 
completed. This is another rea- 
son Novak says the unit district 
makes sense: As the county pop- 
ulation continues to grow, being 
bused from the Lake Villa area

But when officials signed a 
lease-purchase agreement last 
month for Hidden Cove at a cost 
of $736,000 some Realtors said 
the amount was just too high. 

Judy Martini, former Agency 
director arid Remax Advantage of 
Antioch real estate agent, report- 
ed the property is worth only 
between $550,000 and $600,000. 
"I thought we were paying a pre- 
mium price," said Martini. 

Martini said she never intend- 
ed to make an issue about it, and 
told Dr. Dam all along she wasn't 
in agreement with the price.

belongto District34. "Ifyou cull out the people in District 34 who live with- 
in the proposed Lake Villa unit district boundaries," explained Burke," only 
38 percent of the 1 17 voters remain. This is a minority of voters." 

The vote separation is a critical issue for the proposed district 
because the school code requires the new district garner approval by a 
majority vote in every affected district. This means, in District 34, only 
19 percent of the voters will be able to make a decision for the district 
•which would cost $5.3 million dollars. And, those voting would be the 
beneficiary of the $5.3 million. 

The attorney representing District 34 will be Jim Bakk, who repre- 
sented Millburn in its bid to remove the Lake Villa district plan from 
the ballot. Bakk said the action would be essentially a writ of 
Mandamus/injunction type action naming Hclander as defendant ' 

"She certified which districts could vote on the issue," said Bakk. 
"When you stand to potentially lose $5.3 million dollars, why not let us 
vote on it." Bakk is working on the legal action and hopes to file by Friday.

Lake Villa unit district ballot has 
been decided. 

The issue took months of dis- 
cussions between Regional 
Superintendent Ed Gonwa, Lake 
County elections staff and legal 
experts. Voters in sue districts will 
decide if the unit district should 
Deformed.. 

According to Gonwa, all the 
voters in Antioch and Grayslake 
high school districts; Millburn 
and Lake Villa elementary dis- 
tricts will vote on the unit district 
formation., 

In Antioch Elementary and 
Grant High School districts, votes 
for those districts will only be 
counted from voters who reside 
.within the proposed unit district 
boundaries. 

A majority in all six districts 
must approve the unit district for 
it to pass. If any one district 
rejects the plan, the plan would 
be defeated. 

Each district is tallied sepa- 
rately. If a voter lives in two dis- 



tricts, the vote could be counted 
as a vote in each of the districts. 
For instance, if someone lived in 
Millburn and Antioch High 
School District, the vote would 
count as part of the final percent- 
age in both districts. 

The proposed unit district 
would create a K-12 district cov- 
ering most of Lake Villa 
Township and include large por- 
tions of the student population in . 
Antioch High School District, 
Millburn and dissolve Lake Villa 
Elementary District. A portion of 
Grayslake arid Grant high school 
districts and Antioch Elementary 
District would be in the unit dis- 
trict 

On April 4,- voters will decide if 
they want a unit district. Those 
within the proposed district will 
then vote on a $39,5 million 
building bond for a new high 
school and elementary school, 
and vote on a school board to ■ 
represent them. 

Antioch Elementary officials 
have criticized the decision on 
who will vote. They feel all the 
voters in their district should 



have a say as Antioch'Elementary 
voters and not just Antioch High 
School voters. 

Basing the decision on sec- 
tion 11 of the state school code, 
the district must meet the 8 per- 
cent requirement. That means 
the district must have 8 percent 
more Average Daily Attendance 
(ADA) than the district's 
Equalized . Assessed 

Valuation(EAV). 

Gonwa said the district ADA 
of students from Lake Villa 
Township is 22.26 percent and 
the portion of the EAV from Lake 
Villa is 18.37 percent. The differ- 
ence Is 3.89 percent which is not 
high enough to qualify to vote. 

Also, the district could have 
qualified if 25 percent or more of 
the students would be taken away 
from by the unit district, but the 
district falls short in this number 
also. 

Gonwa added the district 
could exist temporarily if the first 
question was approved and the 
building bond issue failed. The 
district would then have to ask for. 
the building bond again.

Walls is a professional 
football scout, co-hosts a sports 
show on Cable 19 in Chicago and- 
is a seventh-grade teacher at 
George Gershwin Elementary 
School. 

Walls could not pin point a 
specific memory of his Antioch 
athletic career. Instead, his most 
lasting memory was the accep- 
tance he received from teachers 
and students, for Walls was the 
first African-American student at 
Antioch High. He attended 
Antioch during the turbulent 
1960s when Vietnam war protests 
and racial riots were widespread 
across the country. 



"I had a great time here 
because I was accepted here, and 
that made it easy," Walls said. "It 
was a heated time' during that 
period, but it was never a big deal 
here." 

Like Ploss, Walls praised the 
new Hall of Fame. "It brings out 
the history of the school, and 
some people will relish that and 
carry it on."

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Communities get grants to hire new crime bill community policing officers 



President Bill Clinton, 
Attorney General Janet Reno, and 
U.S. Attorney lames B. Burns 
have announced that 6,660 local 
law enforcement agencies will 
receive more than $434 million in 
federal grants to help hire 7,110 
new community policing officers 
under the COPS FAST program. 
The COPS FAST program 
(Funding Accelerated for Smaller 
Towns), funded by last fall's 
crime bill, is part of the 
Administration's effort to help 
put 100,000 new police officers 
on the streets of America. 

The jurisdictions, all number- 
ing less than 50,000 in popula- 
tion, submitted one-page grant 
applications. 

"Two years ago, I pledged to 
put 100,000 new police officers 
on the street," said President 
Clinton. "Today we turned the 
corner. Just five months after I 
signed the crime bill, we have 
funded more than 16,000 new 
cops in more than half the police 
departments in America." 

Coupled with previous police 
hiring grants, full awards under 
COPS FAST would bring the total 
number of new officers funded 



under President Clinton to over 
16,000. 

The crime bill's community 
policing hiring program, signed 
into law by President Clinton this 
September, provides $8.8 billion 
in competitive grants for state 
and local law enforcement agen- 
cies to hire community police 
officers and to implement com- 
munity policing. 

Congress is now considering 
amending last year's crime bill, 
including proposals that would 
scrap the "Cops on the Beat" 
grants. Clinton and Reno both 
warned against such a move. 
"The police, prosecutors, mayors 
and citizens of America fought 
too hard last year to end six years 
of gridlock and put 100,000 police 
on the streets," said Reno. "Today 
we have over 16,000 new reasons 
why we can't turn back." 

"The nationwide surge in 
senseless violence and gang 
activity is also witnessed by 
smaller cities, towns and coun- 
ties, where an officer or two can 
often make a tremendous differ- 
ence," said U.S. Attorney Burns. 

Because of the overwhelming 
demand — nearly half of all eligi- 



ble jurisdictions applied — the 
Dept of Justice was unable to 
fully fund 7,130 requests. Instead, 
allocations to eligible COPS FAST 
applicants were made according 
to their current number of sworn 
officers: 

•jurisdictions with more than 
99 sworn officers will receive 
funds to help hire officers totaling 
2.5 percent of their force 
strength; 

•jurisdictions with between 50 
through 99 sworn officers will 
receive funds to help hire two 
additional officers; and 

•jurisdictions with fewer than 
50 officers will receive enough 
funds to help hire one additional 
officer. 

Grants will be awarded for up to 
75 percent of the total salary and 
benefits earned by new or rehired 
officers over three years, with a 
maximum of $75,000 per officer. 
The remaining 25 percent will be 
paid with state or local funds. 

Grant money is made avail- 
able when the new officers come 
on the police payroll. Grant recip- 
ients have also agreed to com-

CLC board approves distance learning contract 



The College of Lake County 
board of trustees approved a $1.6 
million contract to purchase 
equipment expanding services 
offered through a "distance 
learning" network linking teach- 
ers and students at several 
Chicago area colleges and uni- 
versities through teleconferenc- 
ing technology. 

Acting as fiscal agent for the 
North Suburban Higher Educa- 
tion Consortium, the CLC hoard 
awarded the contract to B.T. Vi- 
sual Images, L.L.C., of Farming- 
ton Mills, Mich. The contract cov- 
ers purchasing and installing 
equipment for 14 classrooms at 
seven institutions. The entire cost 
of the contract will be funded 
through an Illinois Board of 
Higher Education Cooperation 
Act (I1ECA) grant awarded last 
November. 

The CLC portion of the con- 
tract work calls for equipping a 
classroom at the Lakeshorc 
Campus in Waukcgan and pur- 



chase of mobile equipment for 
two more classrooms. 

During the board chairman's 
monthly report, Trustee James 
Lumber informed the trustees 
that the college received the 
Illinois Community College 
Board's Award for Excellence in 
Institutional Effectiveness and 
Strategic Planning Jan. 20. The 
award is'the fourth award for ex- 
cellence received by the college 
in four years. 

In other action, the CLC 
trustees accepted a $29,000 grant 
from the Illinois Board of Higher 
Education to conduct a workshop 
program for elementary school 
teachers on using hands-on 
demonstrations and experiments 
to teach physical science princi- 
ples. Conducted twice previously 
under earlier grants, the program 
has already reached 55 teachers. 
This year's grant will fund train- 
ing for 30 more Lake County 
teachers. 

The board also accepted a 



grant renewal for $74,000 from 
the Illinois Dcpt of Commerce 
and Community Affairs-Illinois 
Small Business Development 
Center to provide for the contin- 
ued services of the Regional 
Small Business Development 
Center- based in the college's 
Center for Economic Develop- 
ment 

In other grant-related activity, 
the board approved a $32,000 
contract funded through the 
state's Tech Prep grant program. 
The contract will fund the col- 
lege's work with the Lake County 
High Schools Technology Cam- 
pus and other members of the 
Regional Vocational System on 
curriculum, faculty professional 
development and other areas to 
provide students with a smooth 
transition from high school to 
college-level career preparation 
programs. 

The board also approved a 
change in its regular monthly 
meeting date to 7 p.m. on the 



fourth Monday of each month 
with three exceptions in 1995 — 
Sept 18, Nov. 13 and Dec 18. Ad- 
ditionally, the board approved 
changes in the college's mission 
and goals statement for purposes 
of clarity, and the trustees ap- 
proved the academic calendar for 
the 1995-96 school year, with fall 



classes scheduled to begin Aug. 
28. 

Finally, in personnel matters, 
the board approved tenure status 
for seven faculty members: Joan 
Mcginniss, Raymond Salazar, 
Richard Sollcr, Jacinta Thomas, 
Cecilia Johnson, Curtis Gentry 
and Michelle Strazcr.

The National Science Foundation predicts that by the 
year 2010 there will be a shortage of 560,000 scientists and 
engineers in the U.S., and women, who currently make up 
only 8 percent of the total engineering work force, loom as 
the most likely source to fill these jobs. 

Given these statistics, it's apparent that young women 
have an overwhelming amount of opportunity opening up 
to them. Other statistics indicate that girls today can 
expect to work at least 30 years outside the home. Yet one 
disturbing fact is that, during the junior high years, girls 
experience a serious loss of self-esteem that inhibits their 
abilities in math and science, according to a major study 
by the American Assn. of Univ. of Women (AAUW). 

The AAUW study also found to aid in overcoming this 
loss of self-esteem and to encourage women to be more 
motivated to learn for the future, a new program, 
"Examine Your Options," has been designed as a hands-on 
conference specifically highlighting careers for women in 



math and the sciences. 

Sponsored by Deerfield Public School Dist. 109, the 
AAUW, Baxter Healthcare, and a State of Illinois Scientific 
Literacy Grant, the program is geared to appeal to students 
in grades five to eight and their parents. The conference is 
scheduled for Saturday, Feb. 25, from 8:30 to 11:45 a.m. at 
Caruso Jr. High School, 1801 Montgomery M, Deerfield. 
There is a $5 charge per child (which covers the cost of a T- 
shtrt); no fee for adults. 

Each participant will attend three student workshops 
selected from a field of 10 ."Options to Examine." 
Speakers will include women scientists and lawyers in 
senior positions at Baxter Healthcare speaking about 
their area of expertise. Amy Rockwell, patent attorney 
with a degree in chemistry, will explore "How Do You 
Protect Technology?"

Hunting controls

Away from highly populated suburban areas, deer 
hunting still is a big time sport in Illinois. Deer hunters 
harvested an estimated 96,230 White- tailed deer during 
the 1994 firearm deer season, a new record, according, 
to records of the Dept. of Conservation. 

More than 263,000 firearm permits were issued for the 
1994 reason, compared to 240,000 for 1993, making 
deer hunting permits an important source of revenue 
for the DOC. 

^Hunters took 819 deer in neighboring McHenry 
County during the firearm season. Figures do not 
include the take for bow hunting, which is legal in Lake 
County 

The regulated deer hunt is one of the arguments for 
keeping the deer population healthy and hi balance.

the nice "free" money, and creating new 
pressures to raise student aid to even high- 
er levels. Is it any wonder that the cost of 
Medicaid has skyrocketed as health 
providers gobble up an endless stream of 
money? 

Additional bureaucracy always requires 
increased funding (more taxes) for the 
middle man to administer bureaucratic, 
oversight. Bureaucracy necessitates the 
siphoning off of funds from their target 
purpose just to administer, regulate and 
enforce a program. Only 12 cents of every 
government dollar allocated to meet 
needs actually reaches recipients. 
Undoubtedly, additional manpower 
requiring taxpayer dollars will be neces- 
sary to administer this new "voucher" 
bureaucracy. 

The alternative to vouchers is tax 
exemptions whereby a certain dollar 
amount is subtracted from a taxpayer's 
income before his tax liability is calculat- 
ed, and therefore not considered taxable 
income. Under this arrangement, families 
keep more of their hard-earned income 
with total freedom as to how it is used, 
since the state is not "giving" anything 
back to the taxpayer, and therefore not in 
position to control its use. 

In the final analysis, subsidized private 
education (vouchers), is strictly an educa- 
tional welfare program that redistributes 
wealth through coercive taxation. As 
someone once said, "A supporter of pri- 
vate education voting for vouchers is like a 
turkey voting for Thanksgiving." While 
thinking of how he will enjoy being "fat- 
tened up," he has lost sight of the ax to 

come.

Dist. will be voted on April 4. There are so 
many unanswered questions and confus- 
ing issues. I looked in my dictionary for the 
definition of unit, "an individual, group, 
structure and etd," so my interpretation of 
. a unit is bringing together of parts to form 
a whole. However, in forming this unit dis- 
trict, it also means a taking away from 
existing schools their students, assets and 
bonding ability. 

The newly formed unit district will not 
have space for their students and outside 
schools (schools not included in the new 
unit district) will not have the money to 
pay to the unit district their division of the 
assets. Now we are getting down to the 
basics, the division of students and 
money. 

A yet to be elected unit school board 
will negotiate along established guidelines 
with the outside schools. Schools are bare- 
ly making ends meet now— how can they 
pay the divisions of assets, reported to be 
millions of dollars? 

Can financially troubled schools issue 
more bonds? Students in the new unit dis- 
trict may be tuitioned to outside schools, if 
there is room for them What schools will 
they attend? Wherever there is room? Will 
the unit district pay cash to the outside 
schools so that teachers' salaries, electric, 
gas and all other bills can be paid? Will it 
be a trade of tuition paid in exchange for a 
portion of assets payment? When will the 
unit district receive its first tax payment 
from its levies that are voted on in the 
same ballot as the ballot to form a unit dis- 
trict? 

What happens if voters approve of a 
unit district but do not vote for the $39.5- 
million bond issue for the new high school 
and a new grade school buildings? What if 
one of the outside schools cannot contin- 
ue to operate, due to lack of funds? Where 
will all of the students go to school? These 
issues arc rather like a marriage (uniting), 
divorce (division of assets) and division of 
students (children). Can everyone be a 



winner in this project? How much more in 
taxes can the already burdened homeown- 
er-pay?

Veteran folksinger Guy Carawan, who 
helped spread "We Shall Overcome" to the 
Civil Rights movement of the '60s South, will

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Breyers brin; 
Revolutionary War 
era to students

The Revolutionary War comes to life for 
students when Ray and KristenBreyer walk 

into the classroom. 

Dressed in 18th Century clothes, the 
Wauconda residents tell of hardships and 
factors which today we take for granted. 

"There was no national system for 
distribution of equipment, there was always 
squabbling and even George Washington 
paid for things out of his own pocket," Ray 
Breyersaid. 

The Breyers paid a visit to Woodland 
Middle School in Gages Lake, addressing • 
seventh- and eighth-grade students who 
are called the Patriots team. The students 
were reading a book "Fighting Ground," 
about a 13-year-old's war experiences. 
"It was fantastic Students were reading 

a novel and had more background and 
spurred them to further study of the rest of 
the unit," teacher Jane Jensen said. 

Some 160 students heard the Breyers' 
presentation. February is American History 

Month. 

Jensen said the Breyers did a great job 

in telling the 
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students what it would be like 
- to live in the 18th Century. 
"They had no idea what it was 
like to be a kid Ihen," she stat- 
ed. 

Ray Breyer showed the stu- 
dents just ho W a musket was 
used and there were differences 
in the British and American 
versions. There were several 
steps to load gunpowder into 
the American musket, but the 
British only had to insert car- 
tridges. The British were the 
side which used bayonets. "The Americans , 

* were not professional soldiers. They were 
just farmers used to hunting, not fighting," 

Ray said. 

Thus when the battle heated up, with the 
feeling of dark, black soot or charging 
British all around, Americans would run 
and hide. Only later in the eight-year war 
did they learn to stand and fight There was 
no minimum age to fight, as there was no 
way to check birth certificates or identi- 
fication. Women played a prominent role, 
having such duties as carrying ammuni- 
tion. 

The war was 

fought on a sea- 
sonal basis, after 
the crops were 
planted. 

The British 
considered bag- 
pipes to be a war 
weapon. They were 
very scary, coming 
at you in a fog," he 
said. 

Those seeking 
independence 
began their struggle 
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in 1775 but did not 
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of 



\ support 
all. "Twenty-five 
percent supported 
the revolution, 25 



percent the crown and the restwanted to 
be left alone," Ray stated. Historic argu- 
ments for the revolution were not that 
reasonable - with the exception being no 
taxation without representation, the stu- 
dents learned. 

There were the problems of commu- 
nication for the British. It took several 
weeks to get a message to the crown in 
good weather. The colonists, meanwhile, 
had the problem of the Continental 
Congress' money not being accepted as 

payment 

"Washington was a great general 
when it came to sneak attacks," Breyer 
said. "He would make a sneak attack in 
the middle of the night and he did this 
all over the place." 

The British were largely using con- 
scripted Hessian (now Germany) sol- 
diers. "Most ended up staying and 
settling in Pennsylvania," Breyer said. 

Breyer described his interest in 
the Revolutionary War as his avoca- 
tion. The Breyers will be addressing a 
Scout rally this spring and attend 
seven or eight reenactments. The 
couple also has volunteered at Lake 
County Museum. Jensen learned of 
the Breyers' program through the 
museum's speakers bureau. 

"1 believe in looking at things 
with an open mind and never stop learn-^ 
ing," he stated.

Orange Pecan Ring 

2 tablespoons water 

3/4 cup orange Juice concentrate, thawed 

2 tablespoons light corn syrup 

1 16-ounce package hot roll mix 

1 tablespoon Hnely shredded orange peel 

2 teaspoons cornstarch 
1/2 cup sugar 

2 tablespoons margaiine/butter 

1/2 cup chopped pecans 

2 tablespoons sugar 

3/4 teaspoon ground cinnamon 

In a small saucepan combine the water and cornstarch; stir in 
the thawed orange juice concentrate, 1/4 cup sugar, the margarine 
or butter and corn syrup. Cook and stir until mixture is thickened 
and bubbly. Stir in pecans. Set aside. 

Prepare roll mix according to package directions adding 2 
tablespoons sugar and the orange peel into the mix. Divide into 32 
pieces. Form each piece into a dough ball. Pour half of the orange 
mixture into the bottom of a lightly greased 10-inch fluted tube 
pan. Place half of the dough balls atop the orange mixture. 

In a small bowl combine the other 1/4 cup sugar and cinna- 
mon. Sprinkle half of the sugar mixture over the dough balls in the 
pan. Repeat layers of remaining orange mixture, dough balls and 
sugar mixture. Cover and let rise in a warm place until nearly dou- 
ble (about 30 minutes).

When one goes to see the lat-

Instead, director John 
Carpenter almost misses the 
shivery ship of the scare-stricken 
in his latest tremble-filled tale, 
staring "Jurassic Park's" Sam 

Ncill. 

Here we have a plot that a 
Stephen King might have made 
into a more-convincing scare 
stampede. Conversely, maybe 
Carpenter should have left the 
terror lane and done a "Naked 
Gun" type spoof with it. There 
certainly is plenty of potential for 
this. 

The film starts out with Ncill 
in a padded cell, talking nutsy. 
The flash backs tell how he, an 
expert insurance investigator, is 
hired to find one of the most 
famous novelists of the 20th cen- 
tury, who has disappeared.

We continue to recommend 
mutual funds as the primary vehicle for 
Investing because of their Inherent 
diversification, low cost of access and 
ease of transfer from fund to fund with- 
in the same family. 

Investors should retain significant 
portions of their portfolios in stock mutu- 
al funds. It Is necessary, however, to 
exert greater efforts at risk reduction. 
The first step should be to determine 




the relative risk of each of the funds 
that you own. 

The fund's risk is determined by a num- 
ber of measures. Including 
BETA, safety rating, up 
and down market 
and worst period 
losses. BETA 

measures the 
volatility of a 
fund's price rel- 
ative to a tep-.

To reduce volatility, 
the Investments might well be 
moved to funds with BETA of 1 .0 or 
lower. The safety ratings, up and down 
markets and other measures can be 
found by consulting Value Une, 
Mornlngstar or your financial advisor. 

Diversify 

Another defensive strategy Is to 
ensure you have reduced risk by diversi- 
fying among funds. Diversification pro- 
vides protection against the risk of hav- 
ing Investment concerns In one poor per- 
forming area or category. Diversification 
of Investments should also Include a mix

of stocks, bonds and cash. 

The allocation among these Invest- 
ment categories Is different for varying 
Investor styles and relative ages. These 
three categories seldom perform In 
tandem, so one or more will typically be 
performing well when one Is not. 

An additional risk reduction strategy 
Is called time diversification. There Is a 
tendency among Investors to panic 
when the market falls. Long-term 
Investors are much less likely to lose 
money on funds Investments than those 
who hold their positions for only short 
periods of time. While stocks at times 
may generally decline for a year or 
even five or 10 years, these longer 
declines do not occur very often. 

Too often Investors have lost money 
selling shares In a declining market and 
thereby missing market recoveries. There 
Is a strategy that assures In the long run 
you will outperform the market. Dollar 



cost averaging means Investing at pre- 
determined Intervals. An example would 
be to Invest $1,000 every six months. 

Your fixed dollar Investment will buy 
more shares when the price Is low and 
fewer shares when the price Is high. This 
ensures you are buying more shares at 
lower prices so that your average cost 
per share Is always less than the aver- 
age price at which you bought. This 
technique provides the discipline and 
motivation to be a long-term Investor.

Many people have heard of IRA's 

[and 401 K programs. IRA's can be 

established by any working Individual. A 

maximum of $2,000 can be contributed 

I each year by an Individual or $2,500 for 

a spousal IRA. 

Thfs investment lost some of Its popu- 
larity when the full deduction was taken 
away for those making over $30,000 
Individually or $50,000 Jointly. 

The 401 K program Is a very popular 
vehicle used by major corporations to 
encourage their employees to save on 
a pre-taxed basis. Often there Is a com- 
pany match of some sort which pro- 
vides additional savings for the employ- 
ees and a tax benefit for the corpora- 
tion. 

What Is available for the small busi- 
ness owner? A SEP (Simplified Employee 
Pension) or SAR SEP (Salary Reduction 
Simplified Employee Pension) plan has 
become a popular alternative for the 
small business owner. 

With a SEP, the employer chooses 
when to contribute and how much to 
contribute to each employee account. 



In most cases, contributions can be 
much larger than those allowed under 
the ordinary IRA. ' 

As an employer, you can contribute 
a maximum on behalf of each employ- 
ee, either 15 percent of each, employ- 
ee compensation, or $30,000, whichev- 
er Is less. You can reduce your compa- 
ny taxes because your contributions 
are tax deductible. This plan Is low in , 
cost to the employer because each 
employee maintains his own IRA to hold 
his SEP contribution, which Is called a 
SEPIRA. 

The SAR SEP provides all the advan- 
tages of a SEP plus the ability for 
employees to make their own contribu- 
tions. If you are an employer with less 
than 25 employees, you may want to 
consider a SAR SEP, or If you are an 
employee In a small company ask your 
employer to create such a plan. The 
SAR SEP allows 'employees to reduce 
their taxes by contributing to their SEP 
with pre-taxed dollars. 

The employer establishes- the plan 
and the employees elect how much Is 
to be Invested. The employee can con- 
tribute up to $9,240 as long as contribu- 
tions and those of the employees do 
not exceed 15 percent, or $30,000, 
whichever Is less. 

The employer may not even have to 
make contributions to the plan unless It 
Is considered "top heavy." A plan Is 
considered top heavy If the total value 
of all "key employees'" accounts 
exceeds $60,000 of the total value of all 



employee accounts. If that Is the case, . 
the employer may be required to make 
a small contribution on behalf of each 
employee'. 

As an owner of a small business look- 
ing for ways to compete with larger 
companies that offer expensive retire- 
ment benefit plans, or as a self- 
employed Individual who needs, to 
save for retirement, the SEP or SAR SEP 
may be the easiest way to answer your 



retirement needs.

An Antioch business, Novus 
Windshield Repair, can repair the 
damage caused by road hazards. 
A . simple rock cling can- quickly 
become a long crack that spreads 
across the windshield like a spi- 
der's'' web, not only distorting 
one's view but becoming a safety 
hazard as well.

Ql Dear... Search: I have signed on with several employ- 
ment agencies over the last six months. I call them each and 
every day. Sometimes twice per day. I have not been sent on 
so much as one interview in all this time. I don't think they 
are doing a good job helping me secure employment What 
do you suggest I do?

Al Dear L.L. Let me answer your question with another—If 
you are calling several employment agencies once or twice a 
day...what can you possibly be accomplishing? Being on the 
telephone all day asking people what they are doing for you 
is not the way to find a job. Do not rely on everyone else to 
help you secure employment What have you done on your 
own? Are you actively interviewing and utilizing the tele- 
phone for setting up your own interviews? If the answer is 
"NO", keep in mind that an employment agency is not your 
answer to a "what have you done for me lately attitude"! 

9; Dear.. .Search: I work for a real estate broker for quite 
some time now. I enjoy what I do thoroughly and am good at 
it My problem however is dial my boss has an obvious alco- 
hol dependency that is effecting the entire office. I am left to 
constantly make excuses as to why she doesn't show for 
appointments with her clients. Employees are talking behind 
her back. I constandy have to turn irate people away for her 
and what's worse, is that I have seen her outright abusive 
when on a binge to her own staff. I desperately need to ask 
for a raise for which I have nol received one in two years and 
have tried to find a good lime to approach the subject There 
doesn't seem to be one. What do you suggest? - Lake 
County. 

A: Alcohol dependency. ..tough situation to handle especial- 
ly when it isn't admitted.

term traffic solutions 



For Lake County residents clogged 
roadways are not an uncommon sight. 
Since" 1992, there's been an organi- 
zation which Is working to help alleviate 
traffic woes by examining and promot- 
ing long-term solutions. 

The Transportation Management 
Association of Lake County, TMA as It Is 
most commonly known, Is made up of 
state and local governments, munici- 
palities, private companies, associa- 
tions, small businesses and Individuals. 
The members have Joined together to 
provide the region wtlh a forum for 
communication, education and repre- 
sentation on transportation-related 
Issues. 

The organization covers most of 
Lake County wllh the exception of the 
Lake-Cook Rd. area. 

Joel Rus, executive director of TMA, 
agreed there Is much congestion on 
County roads and his organization Is 
there to find solutions. 

Rus has been executive director of 
the TMA since last October. Previously 
he worked for a national organization. 
The TMA has approximately 51 
members, representing around 30,000 
employees of various association mem- 
bers. The TMA works with transporta- 
tion oriented agencies Including the 
Illinois Department of Transportation In 
search of solutions. 

The TMA Is a private, non-profit asso- 
ciation which endorses the concept 
that Improved traffic conditions can 
Increase economic productivity, air 
quality and the overall quality of life In 
Lake County. 

Rus explained the TMA looks at 
Issues such as road repairs, and the 
need for traffic signals. "People usually 
don't realize the cost of one traffic 
light," Rus said. "Depending on the 



type, signals can cost anywhere from 
$80,000 to $130,000 a plece." 

One area of concern for TMA Is the 
Conway Farms corporate complex 
area on Rte. 60 near Lake Forest. Rus 
said there are simply not enough com- 
muter busses to take employees to and 
from the railroad. The TMA Is helping to 
provide more transportation, 

TMA Is also working with the 
Merchants Group In Ubertyville about 
the congestion on Rte. 21 (Milwaukee 
Ave.) The group Is looking into the 
problem with street parking. 

Many forums are held by the TMA 
"to build a constituency for better trans- 
portation," said Rus. Countywlde meet- 
ings are held with county officials, and 
there will be one In the near future, 
although a date has not been set. 
The TMA Is much like a broker between 
the private and public sectors. Some of 
the main topics Ihey research are trans- 
portation improvement, and traffic 
engineering Improvement. 

An advocate of rlde-sharlng, the 
TMA also encourages variable work 
hours to help ease road congestion. 
Another suggestions Is subscription 
vans or buses owned by a complex or 
firm which can transport workers while 
lowering the number of vehicles on the 
roads, explained Rus. 

A dilemma that the TMA Is currently 
working on, are results of a gallop poll 
done In the early 90s which showed 60 
percent of people surveyed in Lake 
County, are concerned with what they 
think Is rapid growth. Also, the county 
area might seem less attractive to peo- 
ple, said Rus. If they have to commute 
long distances for Jobs. 

Another concern Is the lack of pub- 
lic transportation. The TMA Is working

Throughout: Its 25-year history, the 
College of Lake County has been com- 
prehensive In the programs offered to 
students. The administration continues 
to adjust the curriculum. In order to 
meet the changing needs of the stu- 
dent population. 

"From the beginning It's been a mix 
of students," said Russ Peterson, assis- 
tant .vice president of educational 
affairs. Many have always been older 
students, either those who had not had 
an opportunity for college before 
entering the work force and others who 
return for training In a particular career 
field. 



Peterson said there has been a big 
growth In the number of people, who 
are. looking for adult basic education. 

"These are people who need to 
become more literate than they are," 
he explained. "They need basic read- 
ing and writing skills. " 

Although these students may not 
have a diploma, they have a consider- 
able amount of. life experience and 
Intelligence. Because of 1hls, CLC offers 
more than simplistic rote learning, but 
takes a problem solving approach with 
a program that has earned them 
recognition from the Illinois Community 
College Board.

that Information," Peterson said by way 
of an example. 

Community colleges have always 
been an Important bridge to four-year 
colleges, whether for. economic, social 
or academic reasons, but transferring 
credits to other Institutions has some- 
times proved difficult. CLC Is dealing 
with this aspect as well. 

"During the last few years there has 
been a significant growth In the num- 
ber of students Interested In transferring 
courses to universities," said Peterson. 

The college Is working to make that 
easier through the Illinois Transfer- 
Initiative, a program to Identify a com- 
mon set of general education courses 
that will transfer from one Institution to 
another. The agreement will simplify 
curricula for an associate degree to 
Include general education courses that 
wili transfer to other schools. 

"We've gotten more Information 
about transfer students," Peterson 
noted. "Some of them transfer two or 
three times." 

Although many start out at a com- 
munity college they may not stay at 
one university after they transfer. Some 
begin at a four-year college, then 
come to CLC and later return to where 
they started out.. 

"We're trying to define a standard 
set of courses for these students," said 
Peterson. 

A big part of the school's cunlculum 
has always been geared to career 
education, with two-year programs 
designed to provide students with tech-, 
nlcal skills. Programs are continually 
being altered to reflect changes In 
technology. 

"We are constantly updating our 
computer labs," said Peterson, noting 



that classes In computer-assisted 
design (CAD) bring In many students 
already In the work force coming back 
to be retrained. 

"The changes affect business pro- 
grams as well," he added. :.. 

When classes are changed arigi 
courses are added CLC must obtdlri 
approval from the Illinois Community 
College Board, a process that takes 
some time. 

"We want a vehicle that would 
allow us to change more quickly," said 
Peterson. 

The solution Is the creation of topics 
courses, which can be used as a .shell 
and then changed Into separate cours- 
es If the demand Is there. 

In business education, the college 
offers direct training to employees 
through the Center for Economic 
Development. Companies contract for 
group training Instead of having work- 
ers sign up for classes individually. 

"There is a greater flexibility In how 
we offer courses," he said. 

The emphasis of career programs 
has changed from manufacturing to 
more service-oriented training. 
Although Lake County still has a high 
number of manufacturing firms, they 
are becoming more dispersed and 
more diverse, said Peterson. 

On the horizon Is a quality techni- 
cian program that will be added In the 
fall of 1995. Engineering students gradu- 
ating this spring mov onm an associate 
degree that can be transferred to a 
four-year college with the technical 
. credits as well as their basic courses. 

The school has also responded to a 
change In the demand for courses in 
certain fields. When the college 
opened, business courses were In great

The four most commonly used ' 
resume styles are described below. 

(1) Chronological— This style (the most 
common and traditional) Incorporates a 
listing' of the Job seeker's work history 
starting with the most current position 
and working back In time. Each Job Is 
described In terms of a title, dates of 
employment, employer's name and a 
description of the duties and accom- 
plishments. No mention of a specific Job 
objective Is recommended with this style. 

This resume style Is recommended If 
you have a solid work history with no 
gaps In time. If the Job you want Is 
dfrectly related to your work history, or If 
you have worked for a well known 
company and you want to use the 
company's name to bolster your pro- 
fessional Image and reputation. 

(2) Functional— This more contempo- 
rary style Incoiporates a listing of Ihe Job 
seeker's major areas of knowledge or 
accomplishments, usually arranged In 
priority from the most developed skills to 
the least developed skills. (Note: you 
may also arrange your skills In any order 
to best support whatever position you 
are seeking). Job titles, names of 
employers, dates of employment.and a 
description of duties are usually left out 
when this style Is used. Like the 
Chronological style above, no mention 
of a specific Job objective Is recom- 
mended with this style. This resume style 
Is recommended if you are making a 
career change and are attempting to 
secure a position very different from your 
past work history. This style Is also useful if 
you are seeking your first Job (you have 
no work history), or when you are re- 



entering the job market and you have 
gaps of time when you did not work. 

(3) Targeted— This style Incorporates 
Information found In both of the styles 
listed above— Information about your 
work history and major areas of skills 
and knowledge. The main difference 
with a targeted resume is that you DO 
mention the title of the position you are 
seeking, and then list those skills and 
accomplishments you have had and 
relevant work experience which are 
related to your Job objective. In short, 
the whole resume Is geared or focused 
at one specific Job (target). 

The resume style Is recommended 
when you are confident Ih your Job 
objective and have related knowl- 
edge, skills and experience to support 
your objective. 

(4) Alternative— This style On the form 
of a business letter) requires that you 
first research the companyOes) you 
would like to work for to learn what their 
business objectives are and what they 
need In terms of talent, and then pre- 
pare a letter describing how you (with 

' that same talent) can be of help to 
them. 

While this style requires more work 
(I.e. the research) than the other styles. 
It can offer certain Individuals with limi- 
tations (I.e. those people with work 
gaps, no work experience, etc.) an 
opportunity to be seen as talented and 
valuable. This style has also been used 
very successfully by Individuals who 
could use one of the three styles listed 
above, but who wanted to demon- 
strate a uniqueness and willingness to 
focus In on 1he employer's needs.

From page Cl 2 , „ u ^ 

demand but nursing enrollment had 

decreased. Now the reverse Is true, 

Peterson said, and workers In the health 

field are seeking more education. , 

"People want to be trained In multi- 
ple fields," he said. "We're seeing a 
tTend In the growth of allied health pro- 
grams." 

Two technology programs that 
have experienced a marked rise In 
enrollment are those In refrigeration 
and welding. Peterson said. 

Although evening classes have 
always been heavy because of space 
limitations, more classes on weekends 
offer learning on a compressed cycle 
to those In the work force. Late after- 
noon classes are becoming popular as 
well. Evening students are generally 



older, and Peterson said some career

For millions of Americans, the task of 
conducting a Job search produces little 
more than frustration, anger, . humilia- 
tion, rejection, and personal defeat. In 
working with thousands of Job seekers, ' 
most Individuals will place Job hunting 
close to the top of their list of things they 
fear most In life, Just after death, serious 
Illness or Injury, financial ruin, and 
divorce, t There Is no question 

that the" process of finding employ- 
ment, for many people, Is a difficult task 
Incumbent with a high rate of personal 
pain and failure. Knowing this, countless 
numbers of employment placement 
agencies have sprung up across the 
nation to supposedly relieve people of 
this burden. 

Are you then doomed to face this 
terrible situation alone? Is the task of 
hunting for employment one which you 
should simply understand and accept Is 
filled with pain and suffering? Is Job 
hunting one of life's bitter moments? 

No, not If approached Intelligently 
from an Informed perspective. 
Specifically, not If you acquire and use 
effective job seeking strategies and 
skills. 

The process Is akin to watching two 
individuals who each speak a different 
language trying to talk to each other. 
Their Intentions may be good, but 
because of their Inability to understand 
each other, the outcome Is pre- 
dictable. Many people simply do not 
understand the needs of employers 
and therefore, fall to communicate the 
very Information which employers 
require when selecting employees. 

The process of seeking employment 
Is a task, a task which can be learned 
and mastered Just like any other task In 
life. Unfortunately, few people fake the 
time to learn how to successfully seek 
employment. 

" The bottom line then Is simple— If you 



are willing to learn several effective Job 
seeking strategies and skills, you can 
decrease your pain and failure and 
increase your success. 

It Is surprising how many people use 
the same old failure-ridden strategy for 
seeking employment. Once .the deci- 
sion has been made that a Job is need- 
ed, most people wlllprepare a resume 
and cover letter (which Is their way of 
announcing to the world that they are 
available) and then start looking for 
any individual or company where they 
can forward this information. 

This process, often referred to as the 
"shotgun" approach, requires that you 
send out dozens. If not several hundred, 
letters and resumes. 

Now you would think that after send- 
ing out hundreds of letters and resumes, 
and after making countless numbers of 
phone calls, that you would be offered 
several positions. Well, the truth of the 
matter Is Just the opposite. I'm no longer 
surprised to hear from people who fol- 
lowed this strategy that they received 
maybe one or two responses and even 
these were not exactly what they want- 
ed. 

After completing such a seemingly 
thorough Job of seeking employment 
and after getting such a poor response, 
the conclusion that most people draw 
from this experience Is "there are no 
Jobs out there for me". This conclusion 
often turns Into panic and depression. 
At this point most people become des- 
perate and will accept Just about any 
Job, rather than getting the one they 
really want. 

Unfortunately (or fortunately, If you 
own or work for an employment place- 
ment agency), this Is the time when 
many frustrated and defeated job 
seekers will seek help from professional 
services and will be willing to pay "big 
bucks: for them to do what they believe

they can not do for themselves. In addi- 
tion to- using placement agencies, 
other resources are often used, such as 
Career Planning and Placement ser- 
vices on college campuses, the 
Department of Employment Security, 
classified help wanted ads In newspa- 
pers, computerized Job banks, labor 
and trade unions, professional organi- 
zations, and private head hunting firms, 
Don't use the "shot gun* approach 
and send your resume and letter to 
every company you think may hire you. 
That approach will not work well for 
you. Here's a four step strategy you 
should adopt which has demonstrated 
over the years to produce more Job 
offers and better Job offers than the 
conventional strategy. 



Step 1— Determine your career 
objective 

Before you even start the process of 
Job hunting, know what kind of Job you 
want to find. If you do not know what 
you're looking for, . how will you know 
where to look for It, and how will 
employers know what you can do for 
them? 

Do not go Into the Job market with a 
vague or general idea of what kind of 
position you want. Many people falsely 
believe that their odds will be Improved 
If they do.not Indicate a specific career 
objective on their resume, in their cover 
letters, or in conversations with compa- 
ny representatives. The more general 
they are, the more positions they

believe they will be offered. This Is a 
fatal mistake. Do not ask the employer 
to determine what type of position you 
should be offered. If you are unclear In 
your objective, the employer will be 
unsure of your value, and you will simply 
be passed over In most situations. 

If you are unsure of a career direc- 
tion, seek out professional career guid- 
ance before you start your job search. 
Know what talent (knowledge and 
skills) you possess, and which occupa- 
tions typically require your talent. 

Step 2— Determine who needs you 

Depending upon your talent, your 
next Job Is to Identify those employers 
who have a need for your assistance. 

Specifically, you need to Identify 
employers who typically hire the kind of 
, position you would like to secure. There 
are many ways to Identify potential 
employers, too many to go Into detail In 
this article. However, the commercial 
bookstores are loaded with books on 
how to find potential employers. 

Don't worry whether or not these 
employers have any current employ- 
ment openings, Most Job openings are 
never advertised. Therefore, If you only 
seek those with advertised positions, 
you'll be looking at only a fraction of 
the real market. Plus, If you Identify an 
employer at the time an advertisement 
for employment has occurred, you will 
be contacting the employer at the very 
time when the competition will be the 
keenest. You want to get to the 
employer before he or she places a 
public notice for help. This strategy Is 
referred to as finding the "hidden" job 
market. 

Don't concentrate solely on Just 
those employers who have publicly 
stated that they have an employment 
position available. 

Once you have Identified a list of 
potential employers, eliminate those on 



your list who represent the least attrac- 
tive opportunities, 

Note: this Is the point at which most 
Job seekers will send out their resumes 
and cover letters. Because they fall to 
complete the next step, they are often ' 
unable to offer employers the kind of 
Information which Is necessary for an 
employer to conclude that you are the 
right one for the Job. 

Step 3 —Determine why the employ- 
er needs you 

Understand that for the vast majority 
of employers, the decision to hire some- 
one comes down to one simple point. A 
person Is hired because he or she Is 
seen as the person best suited to help 
the employer reach his or her business 
goals. This connection between the 
employer's need and your talent is crit- 
ical to your Job seeking success. 
Understand the connection and you 
can succeed, fall to realize how you 
can help an employer and your appli- 
cation for employment will usually be. 
rejected. 

To understand what an employer 
needs and whether or not they need 
you will require you' to do some 
research of each company. You need 
to. find out such things as, what are the 
company's objectives, how are they 
currently trying to reach those objec- 
tives, are there better ways to reach the 
objectives, what are the current obsta- 
cles which exist that are prohibiting 
them from reaching those objectives, 
and most Importantly, what role does 
the position you want play In reaching 
those objectives. 

the bottom line here Is the more 
Informed you are concerning the 
employer's needs and how you can 
help him or her satisfy those needs, the 
better chance you have of convincing 
him or her to hire you. 

To gather this Information, read any- 
thing and everything you can on the 
company.

While there are no hard and fast 
rules which are universally accepted 
and which govern the writing of 
employment letters, there are several 
conditions which, most Job seeking 
experts agree should be taken Into 
consideration. For example, 

•Always attempt to direct your letter 
to a specific Individual, preferably the 
person who has authority over the posi- 
tion you seek. This may mean doing a 
little research to discover the person's 
name, but well worth the effort. 

•Always make mention of the prod- 
uct line or services which the company 
offers, or some of the major business 
activities In which the company Is 
Involved. In other words, demonstrate 
to the reader that you are well 
Informed about their business activities. 

•Always mention how your experi- 
ence or talents fits into the company's 
mission or business activities. Don't 
assume the reader can determine your 
value-tell the reader how you can be of 
value to him or her. 

•Don't focus only on what you want 
In your career or Job search. Focus In on 



how you can help the employer with his 
or her business needs and goalsl 

•Always ask for an opportunity to dis- 
cuss how you can be of value to the 
employer. In short, ask for an Interview. 
Don't "soft pedal" your words hoping 
the reader will figure out that you're 
looking for an Interview. 

•Always try to keep your letter to one 
page-single spaced and typed with a 
clear and readable typestyle. Use a 
good quality paper. 

•Don't use slang or abbrevlattons- 
use traditional grammar and writing 
style. Don't try to get fancy In an effort 
to catch the reader's attention. 

•Always check your letter for errors In 
spelling, grammar, and punctuationl 

•Don't ask the reader to "get back 
to you". Tell the reader you will call, stop 
In, or write back to further discuss your 
mutual employment Interest. 

•Always try to use language which Is 
familiar to the reader. Don't use 
acronyms which the reader may be 
unfamiliar wltrv but do try to use the 
. "vocabulary" which Is appropriate for- 
the position you seek. 



How to answer ads more effectively 



To help cut through the resume clut- 
ter follow the following tips: 

•P. O. Box numbers can be an 
obstacle because you cannot address 
your cover letter to a specific person. In 
many cases, however, you can Identify 
the company and subsequently the 
person to whom you can address your 
letter by calling the post office that rep- 
resents the zip code In the address. 
Often the post office will tell you the 
company. This won't work, however,- If 
the company rented Its box through 
the newspaper In which It advertised. 



•If the first sentence In your cover 
letter says, "This letter Is In response to 
your ad," you will sound Just like the 
other 150 to 400 applicants. Try a differ- 
ent approach. Go to the library and 
get an annual report or trade maga- 
zine article about the company, Then 
write a beginning paragraph that 
addresses how your qualifications can 
help a company Increase their profits, 
market share or save them money. 

•Edit, proof and edit again! Keep 
sentences In your cover letter short and 
crisp.

The Mustangs were forced to forfeit five vic- 
tories after the Illinois High School Association 
Hoard of Directors supported Executive 
Director H. David. Fry lsjd ecisjon to rule the 
MurTdeTein senior ineligible for the" first six 
. games, five wins. Two of the wins came in con- 
ference play over Warren and Stevenson. 

The forfeit losses drop Mundelein to 15-9 
overall, 11-4 North Suburban Conference. 
MHS is at Lake Zurich for a non-conference 
game Feb. 18. The ruling docs not impact the 
senior's present status. 

"Ivan met all of our residency require- 
ments," Duval said. 

On Nov. 23, 1994, Fry wrote to MHS seek- 
ing information on Hourruitiner, who had 
moved from Puerto Rico. He requested such 
information as age, participation in his for- 
mer school and others. 



"We did not get the letter until Nov. 29. No 
fax was received. With modern technology, 
we could have responded more quickly to 
them," Duval said. 

On Dec 5, Fry sent a letter to Mundelein 
officials stating Hourruitiner was ineligible 
for the entire 1994-95 school year. 

"Ivan was viewed to be a student living 
and going to school where his parents do not 
live. I cannot accept the transfer of guardian- 
ship for simple reason he wants to go to 
school in the United States," Fry's letter said; 

MHS sent the IHSA. more information 
about the case and on Dec 13 Fry amended his 
ruling to state Hourrrutincr could play, but the 
school must forfeit the games he had played. 

"We did not agree with that," Duval said. 

Legal counsel was appointed and the 
appeal process begun in earnest Principal 
John Davis and Duval met with Fry, but the 
executive board of the IHSA still supported 
Fry's ruling. 

"There is nothing more we can do." Duval 
said. Duval and Kessel met with the team. 

"We are not going to let that hurdle stand 
in the way. We are looking forward to the 
remainder of the season," Duval said.
